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The Monarchy in Ireland : 
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The AT onarchy in hittind 


While rival historians are disputing, in 
the correspondence columns, the fitness of 
the words ‘‘appointment,’’ ‘‘acquiescence,”’ 
“acceptance ” and “ welcome,” properly 
to describe Ireland's national attitude 
towards the Monarchy, ordinary folks. 
although unpractised in the finer points of 
lexicology may choose another noun. To 
those who do, not want to hark back to 
the times of Hugh O'Neill and Dermott 
MacMurreugh, but who remember the 
visits of Royalty during the past forty 
years, a correspondent suggests “' recep- 
tion ” or “ acclamation,”’ or both. 

The popularity of Rovalty in Ireland 
from the first entry into Dublin of the 
Duke and Duchess of York, in 1897, till 
their final departure, as King George V. 
and Queen Mary, in 1911, will not be 
doubted until time—that great Jeveller of 
facts, as well as of men—allows the 
historian to distort the work of the 
chronicler. In between those two visits 
there came to us Victoria, and. on three 
occasions, Edward VII. Wherever they 
went throughout the country, North and 
South and West, they were accorded de. 
monstrations of friendliness equal to those 
in Dublin, where they were publicly 
welcomed by the Lord Mayor and citizens, 
and presented with loyal addresses from 
Irish official bodies. 


. 5”? 
“ Pecognita 


An exceptionally interesting account of 
the State visit of Edward VII. and Queen 
Alexandra is contained in the rare book. 
“ Recognita.”” How a copy of this work 
ever got into a “‘junk’’-shop in a back 
street in Dublin I cannot imagine. But 
there I found it. Written in the form 
of a personal letter from Charles T. Gatty 
to Sibell Countess of Grosvenor, and 
issued by an Irish provincial press, it is 
a 200-page memoir of the Right Hon. 
George Wyndham. There are some superb 
art illustrations, and the production is a 
fine piece of work. Mr. Gatty. who is 
mainly remembered for his work in the 
Industrial Revival Movement, was a 
critical judge of art and books, and so 
pleased was he with the production of 
’ Recognita’’ that he insisted on the 
names of the craftsmen being recorded in 
the imprint: 

“This memorial of the Right 
Honourable George Wyndham, once 
Chief Secretary of Ireland, was 
printed at the press of the Leinster 
Leader, Ltd., at Naas, in the County 
of Kildare, in the Kingdom of 
Ireland, by the hands of John James 
Devlin, Walter Rowden Blackford. 
Christopher Patrick Byrne, Patrick 
Joseph Gray, William James Francis 
and Walter Ernest Slatter. 

‘Begun the fifteenth day of. De- 
cember, 1913, and completed during 
the month of July, 1914.” 

Wyndham was His Majesty’s Minister- 
in-Attendance during the first visit of 
Edward VII., and his story of “ those 
hectic days’’ contained in “ Recognita’”’ 
ives us an insight into the little 
intimacies in State functions from an 
angle which is altogether unusual... 


Edward V [i in Dubiin 


Escorted by a grand armada, the Royal 
Yacht passed the Kish Lightship, which 
*‘danced foolishly in a flutter of many 
flags, and popped off two twopenny guns.’ 
The crossing from Holyhead had been a 
‘‘dirty ’’ one, but, when the rack lifted, 
Kingstown blazed with bunting, “like 
distant beds of geranium and calceolaria. 
Breakfast on board began with an awk- 
ward mixture of free-and-easy, help-your- 
self. The ladies of the Court, says 
Wyndham, looked as if it was earlier than 
usual! There was a general feeling of 
anxious anticipation of the day’s events— 
a sort of “ stagefright’’—until the King 
entered the saloon and by his “ calm, 
monumental confidence that makes every- 
thing go right,’’ set everyone at their ease. 
During the half-hour intervening until the 
landing the King and his Minister were 
occupied in business of State, ‘‘ without 
any trace of effort or fuss, and as if there 
Was any amount of time and no difficul- 
ties.” The Regal happiness and kindness 
““ beamed every moment more benignant ’’ 
on the Minister. 

“The scenes: at the landing at the 
Victoria Wharf are remembered in Kings- 
town. For Wyndham the occasion was 
but one of many that thrilled: and the 
subsequent procession. to the Viceregal 
Lodge—eleven miles, covered mostly at a 
walking-pace — was ‘“‘two variegated, 
agitated, sonorous hours of prolonged roar, 
blare, glare, glitter and glamour.” 


Presentation of Addresses 


The presentation of addresses of loyalty 
from eighty-two Irish public bodies, in 
St. Patrick’s Hall, was in some degree an 
ordeal for Wyndham, who stood on the 
steps of the Throne and introduced the 
deputations in proper order of precedence. 
Everybody, it seems, did ahything but 


that which was right. Some’ shook the 
King’s hand and retreated hurriedly with 
address under arm; were retrieved and 
the addresses extracted. The Land Sur- 
veyors touched the tips of the King’s 
fingers, shot the address into the waste- 
paper basket—receptacle for cards, after 
names had been announced—and bolted 
precipitately. This, says Wyndham, was 
the final touch, because “ the Queen. was 
very naughty and did her best to make 
me laugh, so that my next introduction 
was made in quavering tones. Yet the 
Queen did this in such a way as to make 
everyone, including the culprit, feel com- 
fortable and witty.’’ All the time the 
King was coaching the deputations, in 
undertones—‘‘ Hand me the address ’’— 
and showing his gratitude at finding such 
adepts in Court ceremonial. 

The only people who approached him in 
simplicity and charm were the two car- 
men who presented an address signed by 
1,200 jarveys; they never faltered, and 
had invented something between a bow 
and a courtesy that seemed exactly appro- 
priate to the occasion. 


Acclamation 


Wyndham says that the Irish people, in 
1903, did not say “ God Save the King,” 
as the English do; ‘‘ they lifted their 
heads to Heaven to imprecate ‘ God Bless 
the King,’ as if adjuring the Deity to 
fulfil their most ardent desire and His 
most obvious duty.” He was describing 
the return from the great military review 
in the Phoenix Park, which was, he said, 
one in many demonstrations by a whole 
population aroused by intense emotion: 

“Some people thought it dangerous. 
But our blood was up. I love riding 
and a row, but never again shall 1 witness 
such a sight. The stupendous cheering of 
the crowds drove the horses mad with fear 
and excitement; even those of the Horse 
Guards (The Blues) got quite out of 
control. It looked as if they must 
knock the King over; but as they plunged 
towards him Connaught and Roberts 
moved between, and Portland and self 
backed up. A lancer’s horse put his 
forefeet almost on my shoulder. 
They knocked over Arthur Ellis and some 
Admirals who had been invited from the 
Fleet. But the King serenely paced 
on and lit a cigarette, bowing and smiling 
and waving to the vast multitude. 

On the eve of his departure the King 
sat with his Minister, again trying to 
‘unravel every twist in the labyrinth of 
Irish life.” The subject occupied them 
until a late hour. I am not at all sur- 


prised. 
‘Buvers for Ireland ? 


There were three noted purchasers at 
the recont Newmarket Sales who should 
be encouraged to come to Ireland in 
future. They were Prince Odescalchi, who 
came to buy for Austria. Count Wacht- 
meister was buying for Sweden, and 
France was represented by Count Beaure- 
gard. I do not know if the Royal Dublin 
Society ever issues invitations to people 
like those for their Horse Show, or if the 
Bloodstock Sales do so either. I know 
that about four years ago Baron de 
Rothschild came to the Show, and no one 
seemed to know he was there. Purchasers 
should be brought over, or induced to come 
if possible. If they can come to New- 
market they should ‘be invited to come to 
Ireland, too. In the past foreign buyers 
came here regularly, so why not now? 


King as Sportsman 


Sportsmanship is undoubtedly one of 
the attributes of kingship these days. It 
is almost as necessary as grace in a 
monarch to be able to play tennis, golf, 
squash, ride to hounds, sail boats and take 
a hand at everything which appeals to 
the various enthusiasts who make up the 
world. Yachting people are now looking 
forward to a renewed interest in their 
arena, because they know the new King is 
enthusiastic about that sport. His 
Majesty resembles his father in that 
respect ; for even in the very last year of 
his life the late King George entered the 
old Britannia at Cowes. He was even 
heard to remark that he knew he would 
not win, but it would be good for the 
sport! Hunting people, though, cannot 
expect the King to hgnt; for, although 
George VI. rides well to hounds, and looks 
well in the saddle, besides having ridden 
with the Pytchley and other great hunts, 
he abandoned the chase during the depres- 
sion for economy s sake. Golfers like to 
remember him as captain of the Royal and 
Ancient Club of St. Andrews, when his 
spectacular driving in 1930 qualified him 
for that position. In that respect he was 
following in the footsteps of his very 
popular grandsire; for Edward VII. 
became patron of St. Andrews in 1863, and 
was also elected captain of the club that 
year. St. Andrews has enjoyed the Royal 
patronage since 1834, when William IV. 
presented the medal. It was then the club 
took its Royal and Ancient title. ,

Germany's Boxing Visit 


International amateur boxing continues 
to be a rather unsatisfactory sport from 
the point of view of one of the countries 
concerned. Germany sent almost their 
strongest possible team to Ireland last 
week, only to suffer a crushing defeat from 
a selection which was by no means our 
strongest. One decision | disagreed with, 
but, even had that gone the other way, the 
fact remains that we would still have won 
by a margin of six bouts to two. Yet it 
was fairly plain that the results were not 
to the liking of the visitors. In every bout 
except the heavy-weight, their men took 
up the attack from the start, and main- 
tained it almost throughout. According 
to our judging, the Irishmen, scoring on 
the retreat with straight punches, gained 
more points than the Germans’. rushing 
in and swinging wildly in the hope that 
their superior strength and stamina would 
enable them to land a decisive punch. 
When they failed to do this they were 
rightly considered to have been outboxed, 
but would this be the case before Conti- 
nental judges? Since Germany won the 
boxing section of the Olympic Games, it 
appears as if science was being discarded 
in favour of physical strength, and if the 


| 


latter attribnte is awarded primary place 
the sport will be taking a downward step. 
An Irish team is being entered for the 
European championships at Rome next 
year, and this should give an indication 
of the Continental viewpoint on amateur 
boxing. 


D. Lydon Back to Form 


There were two particularly pleasant 
features from an Irish outlook of last 
week's big tournaments. First of all, two 
of the four men who went on the American 
trip showed clearly that they had benefited 
by the experience. Not long back, it was

Cricket Fixture Retained 


It is certainly welcome news in cricket 
circles here that the match between the 
Gentlemen of Ireland and the Gentlemen 
of Scotland is to be continued. Finan-

| altogether. However, after a lapse of a 
year it took place in Edinburgh last 
summer, but, unfortunately, Ireland’s 
collapse in the first innings for 64, after 
a useful total by Scotland, robbed it of 
most of its interest, the Scots eventually 
winning easily, but suffering a loss of 


some £70 on the three days. With so 
little support coming from the M.C.C., 
added to the difficulty of gaining fixtures 
with teams touring in England. Irish 
cricket cannot afford to let this game 
against Scotland fall into abeyance. 
Without representative matches the season 
would be drab indeed, and even if there 
are no famons names on the Scottish XL, 
the game is generally enjoyable and 
evenly-fought. Given three fine days and 
the prospect of a close struggle the College 
Park would be sufficiently well peopled 
to make the occasion a success financially 
as well as from the playing point of view. 
After all. in E. A. Ingram, J. C. Boucher 
and James MacDonald, we have the back- 
bone of a very useful side, even though 
our performances last season were dis- 
appointing.

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Strategic Roads 


In the old days, when the Drang Nach 


Osten was a phrase in everybody’s mouth, | 


the height of Germany's ambition seemed 
to be to complete the railway between 
Hamburg and Bagdad. In those easy- 
going times the railway still was regarded 
as the supreme achievement of human in- 
genuity; for the internal combustion 
engine was only in its infancy, non-skid 
surfaces were unheard-of, and, although 
the motor-car was advancing at an almost 
incredible rate, the roads were claimed to 
be the preserves of the horse driver, the 
cyclist, and the pedestrian. Now all that 
has been.changed. Enormous strides have 
been made in the science of motor trans- 
port. The railways continue to render 
great service to the community; but in 
many respects their functions have been 
usurped by the motor car, and in almost 
all the civilised countries of the world to- 
day the road is beginning to assume an 
importance that it hardly has had "since 
the days of the Romans. Before the War 


railways. During the struggle General 
Ludendorff took the fullest advantage of 
this wonderful system, and was able to 
switch large numbers of troops from the 
Eastern to the Western 
the disconcerting 
Indeed, it is safe to say that, 
but for Germany's strategic railways, she 
would have been bound to lose the War in 
1916 instead of two years later. The whole 
strategy of Germany's General Staff was 
based primarily upon the railway system. 
Her High Command was able to Wage a 
war on two fronts solely because it had an 
incomparable railway system at its dis- 
posal. Nothing so perfect ever had been 
seen in the world previously. As the War 
progressed the Allies contrived te 
challenge this triumph of engineering 
organisation, but right to the end of the 
War the Germans held the upper-hand. 
Of course, they had the initial advantage 
of internal communications, and were able 
to take the Allies by surprise times with 
out number; but they owed much 
to their railway engineers, who never 
failed to satisfy the stupendous demands 
that were made upon them. 

The Germans are nothing if they are not 
up to date. They have realised that, 
although the railways must continue for 
many years to come to be the backbone of 
their transport system, the development of 
motor transport is a factor of vital import- 
ance. For that reason, if for no other, 
Herr Hitler has decided to buijd great 
motor roads throughout Germany. These 
roads are the most magnificent in the

These reflections are suggested by the 
announcement that there is A scheme on 
foot to build a road [between Manieh and 
Rome. From the earliest times there has 
been a road through the Brenner Pass, 
made famous by the exploits of Chevalier 
Wogan more than two hundred years ago ; 
but Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini, 
apparently, take the view that the existing 
road is not sufficiently good. German, 
Austrian ahd Italian engineers are dis- 
cussing now the plan# for the building of a 
completely new motor road, which, if it 
ever comes to completion, will be the most 
modern highway in the world. It will be 
built in two main Sections—one by the 
Germans and the other by the Italians— 
and the two will be joined by a twelve 
miles tunnel underneath the Ziller Alps. 
The estimated cost will be in the 
neighbourhood of £30,000,000. It may be 
that this new road is being built just for 
the fun of the thing—to gratify the vanity 
of the two dictators who are interesting 
themselves in it; but the fact that it will 
enable tanks and grmoured cars to be 
driven between Germany and Italy at a 
speed of eighty miles an" hour suggests 
that more important factors are under con- 
sideration. It may be regarded as the 
German-Italian answer to the building of a 
new strategic railway from Czechoslovakia 
through Rumania to Soviet Russia. No 
secret is being made regarding the purpose 
of this railway. It is intended to-facili- 
tate the transport of troops from Russia 
to Czechoslovakia in the event of an attack 
on the latter country by the Germans. 
Manifestly the nations of Europe are 
lining up in opposing camps, and are doing 
everything in their power to prepare them- 
selves against the day when the next war 
will break out,

Dublin’s Trams 


Since the Dublin United Tramways 
Company obtained its monopoly over the 
transport services of the city there have 
been many and varied complaints laid 
against it. The public have protested 
vehemently against the irregularity of 
some services, and on occasion against 
the condition of the omnibuses in use. So 
widespread have been these complaints 
that one is inclined to believe that they 
are justified in a sufficiently large degree. 
Where a monopoly of some public service 
is concerned such a situation is altogether 
regrettable, and thus it must be with 
relief that the citizens of Dublin received 
the Tramway Company's explanation of 
the circumstances. The company has 
given an outline of the difficulties which 
were encountered when it took over the 
whole transport service of Dublin, of how 
it had to scrap a large percentage of the 
vehicles which it had purchased from 
private owners, and of the expense which 
was imeurred in the repair of old 
machines. In the statement is the 
promise that the construction of new 
omnibuses is being speeded as much as 
possible, and that new dépéts and work. 
shops are being brought into use for the 
maintenance of the whole stock. It is 
inevitable that individual members of the 
public will continue to make complaints 
against the Tramway Company, but now 
that the Tramway Company has taken the 
public as a whole into its confidence one 
may expect a more generous spirit of give 
and take to obtain. By the end of another 
year Dublin should be as well served 
with omnibyses as any other city in the 
British Isles—and then may we express 
the hope that the Tramway Company 
seriously will begin to consider the ques- 
tion of its trams? During these busy days 
of preparation for Christmas it has become 
even more obvious than usual that the 
trams are a -grievous hindrance to the 
smooth flow of traffic. While the com 
pany is building its fifty-odd new omni- 
buses might it not experiment with, say, 
two or three vehicles of the trolley type, 
and make an estimate of their running 


costs, popularity, and general efficiency 
some time in the new year!

Mr. Gavan Duffy is recognised as an 
able lawyer. He was one of the signatories 
to the Treaty of 1921, and had a seat in 
the Dail for several years. He was born 
in 1882, son of the late Sir Charles Gavan 
Duffy, and was educated at Stoneyhurst 
and in France. He became a solicitor in 
1906, and was concerned in the defence of 
Roger Casement. He was Republican 
Envoy in Paris at the Peace Conference in 
1919, and later represented the Irish 
tepublic in Rome. He was called to the 
Irish Bar in 1917, and took silk in 1929. 
He married, in 1908, a daughter of the 
late Mr. A. M. Sullivan. 

Mr. James Geoghegan, who has now 
taken his place on the bench, began his 
career in the law as a solicitor. He 
succeeded Mr. Conor Maguire as Attorney 
General only a couple of months ago.

NEW ATTORNEY-GENERAL 


Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., who is a County 
Clare man, was educated at the old Royal 
University Of Ireland, where he took his 
B.A. degree. He was admitted to the Bar 
in the Trinity Term of 1888, and was called 
to the Inner Bar on the 30th June, 1906. 
He was elected a Bencher of the King’s 
Inns in 1925, and was appointed Senior 
Crown Prosecutor for County Kerry in 
1908. He acted on a few occasions under 
the British régime as Commissioner of 


Assizes, when a judge of the circuit was 
unable to take the sittings. 

When Mr. de Valera first stood for the 
County Clare constituency in 1918, Mr.

T the dinner of -the Irish Motor 

Racing Club on Saturday night last 

it was mentioned by Mr. Austin Dobson 

that he might attempt to break certain 
world’s records early next year. 

The records which Mr. Dobson had in 
mind were the standing start mile and 
kilometre, and it is his intention to 
attempt to break these on the Carrig- 
rohane “ straight,” near the city of Cork. 
The Carrigrohane road already has figured 
in one successful world’s record effort. 
Some years ago J. S. Wright, on a Zenith 
motor cycle, covered the flying kilometre 
at 152 miles per hour on this stretch of 
roadway, which is regarded as the most 
perfect in Ireland. 

The Carrigrohane course is recognised 
by the International Federation of Motor 
Cycle Clubs as a suitable place for the 
making of short-distance records, and there 
is little doubt but that the International 
Association of Recognised Automobile 
Clubs would afford similar recognition if 
requested. The road conforms to all the 
ideals of a records course, there being 
virtually no gradient, while there is two 
and a-half miles of almost dead-straight 
road, with an excellent surface. 

The Carrigrohane “ straight ” figured in 
the course of this year’s Cork Motor Race, 
and owing to the terrific speeds that were 
reached on it many of the cars “ blew up” 
at the end of it, the drivers having pushed 
their engines too mercilessly. The road is 
to be widened before next year’s race, and 
Dobson’s attempt will not be,made until 
this widening has taken place. 

The Irish Motor Racing Club has been 
asked to make preliminary arrangements 
in connection with the contemplated effort. 

Mr. Dobson’s car will be the bimotore 
Alfa Romeo, driven by Tazio Nuvolari m 
some of this year’s races. As its name 
denotes, it has two engines, one in front 
and one behind the driver's seat. 

Nuvolari drove the car with two 2.6 
litre engines fitted, and in that form it 
did 210 miles per hour. Mr. Dobson has 
Scuderia 
Ferrari, the famous Italian racing 
““stable,' and it is being fitted with two 
2.9 litre engines. It thus will have 600 
c.c. more than when Nuvolari drove it, 
and Mr. Dobson states that it will have a 
s of 250 m.p.h. It definitely will be 
the fastest car in the British Isles, Mr. 
Dobson is travelling to Modena in a few 
weeks’ time to take delivery. 

In addition to the record attempt, 
Mr. Dobson will drive this car in 
Cork Motor Race, where he expects to lap 
at 100 m.p.h., and in the Phenix Park, 
where he should touch 110 m.p.h., or 
more. The car will not, however, be 
suitable for the Limerick or Tallaght 
courses, being much too fast.

E Advisory Committee which was 
recently established by the Northern 
Ireland Government, under the clffirman- 
ship of Liettenant-Colonel A. R. G.

The Committee express the view that in 
the present age of progress, and taking 
into account the ever-increasing speed and 
range of the aeroplane, it is idle to suggest 
that, merely because of its geographical 
position, Northern Iteland is less vulner- 
able than many parts of Great Britain.

No Government which is not neglecting 
its duty to the civil populatitn, men, 
women and children, it is stated, would 
hesitate now to encourage in every pos- 
sible way the immediate formation oi 
schemes for the protection of its people. 

In the view of the Committee, gas masks 
must be provided for members of the civil 
population in exactly the same way as it 
is intended to provide them in Great 
Britain. The Government factory is now 
manufacturing gas masks in iarge 
numbers, and it will be some few months 
before they could hope to obtain supplies 
for Northern Ireland. 

The Government, however, it is urged. 
should lose no time in placing its needs 
before the Imperial Government, and that 
in due course, before the first deliveries 
arrive, the necessary ste be taken to 
provide storage accommodation for these 
masks in appropriate centres throughout 
Northern Ireland, the latter task, as in 
Great Britain, being undertaken by the 
Government. 

The scheme suggested provides that the 
police, working in conjunction with the 
Post Office authorities, should contro] and 
arrange for the operation of the local 
system of air raid warnings. 


DUTIES OF WARDENS 


The Committee further declare that it 
will be necessary to enrol volunteer air 
raid wardens. Their duties will be to 
assist the public to find shelter, report the 
fall of bombs and incipient fires, and, if 
possible, to deal with them so as to relieve 
the Fire Brigade. It is suggested that 
the “B”' Special Constabulary and any 
other suitable organised trained body, such 
as the British Legion, might be employed 
on this duty. 

A breakdown of the telephone syetem 
must be considered as very possible. 
The senior officer of the Royal Ulster 
Constabu'.ry in the locality should, 
accordingly, be asked to prepare a scheme 
for the service of messengers or despatch 
riders for communication in cases of 
emergency. 

It iss that local motor cycle 
clubs, pedal cycle clubs, Rover Scouts, 
and, possibly, the Royal Automobile 
Club and the Automobile Association, 
might co-operate with a view to assisting 
in organising this service. 

General instructions as to obscuring 
lights are being prepared, and will be 
issued by the Home Office in due course 
The ‘responsibility for carrying out the 
instructions. will rest on all local 
authorities and occupiers or owners of 
premises. 

One of the greatest dangers from an 
air raid is incendiary bombing, and it is 
strongly advocated that local authorities 
should be prepared to enlist an auxiliary 
fire brigade. 


RESCUE PARTIES 


The City Engineer, or local Surveyor, 
as the case may be, should undertake the 
organisation of resche parties, whose duty 
it will be to rescue parties trapped in 
collapsed buildings not on fire. 

It will also be necessary to organise 
auxiliary transport services in the case 
of local transport being disorganised 
owing to the power supply being cut off, 
the lines damaged, or for any other 
reason. Local authorities should work 
out a scheme, seeking the co-operation of 
the Road Transport Board and _ local 
lorry and taxi-cab proprietors. Special 
consideration should be given to the pro- 
tection of garages, tramway s'.cds, fuel, 
etce.; the consideration of dispersal and/ 
or alternative routes; the protection of 
personnel, vital spare parts, and fire 
arrangements in depots, garages and sheds. 

Where a local authority or other body 
is responsible for the supply of gas or 
electricity in a local area, arrangements 
must be made to <leal adequately with a 
breakdown in supply or danger from fire 
caused by bombing. 

Local authorities, when undertaking 
new works, erecting public buildings, or 
passing plans for new buildings where the 
public are likely to congregate, should 
advise that such buildings are erected so 
as to afford the measure of protection ‘to 
the general public as is outlined in various 
air raid precautions handbooks dealing 


with the subject.

The recent renewal, on an increasingly 


| urgent note, of German colonial claims

The demand for good residences, with land, 
particularly in the counties adjoining Dublin, 
has shown a decided improvement as com- 
pared with recent years, and many such 
places changed hands: through their agency 
at satisfactory price’, land averaging £25 to £50 
per acre, for farming and ‘residential pur- 
poses. Several of such sales were made to 
persons returning, from England, America, 
and the Colonies, and through their American 
and Colonial agents they have bad frequent 
inquiries. 


BUILDING SLOWING UP 


Residential property in and around Dublin 
showed no marked fluctuation in price, 
although a decline had been expected, but 
the cost of tke production of new houses is still 
the governing factor since the demand is 
fully equal to the supply available. It would 
look, however, as if building is slowing up 
somewhat, and this will have the effect of 
keeping prices at their present level for some 
time to come. Many builders find:it difficult 
to get suitable land to which public services 
are available within easy reach of Dublin, as 
all the available land has been taken up in 
recent years, and further building develop- 
ment on a larger scale must await the advent 
of our increased water supply. 

The diversion of capital to industrial enter- 
prises has in no way effected the demand for 
good investment property, and ground rents 
still remain first favourites in this category. The 
supply was not egnal to the demand during 
the past year, and they had several demands 
for such rents of from £3,000 to £10,000 in 


value, which they were unable to fill. Well 
setured business rents were also in much 
demand. 

INDUSTRY 


There was a steady demand for buildings 
suitable for industrial purposes, and many 
of these came from parties who had made 
small openings some years back, and now 
found the necessity for extension. The 
supply of suitable buildings is running 
short, however, and many of their applicants 
had found it necessary to consider the erec- 
tion of new premises. 

The financial facilities afforded by various 
insurance companies and societies for the 
purchase of houses on easy repayment terms 
did not appear to be as well n as they 
should. The terms of most of the companies 
were attractive, and repayment of the loans 
granted came easier in many cases than the 
payment of rent, with the added advantage 
that a purchaser was acquiring an interest 
with each payment, which developed into 
ownership. : 
Only in one sphere had they to record a 
recedence from former years, and that was 
in the demand for hunting boxes and sport- 
ing properties generally for the season. 
This was doubtless a reflex of general 
economic depression and better conditions 
must await a general economic revival, but, 
with the present craze for exjendituré on 
armaments, it would look as if money for 
other useful and pleasant purposes cannot 
readily become available.

In a leading article today The Times 
observes :—Important contiibutions to the 
cause of peace and international co- 
operation have been made by the Buenos 
Aires Conference, which is winding up a 
month's hard work to-day. Three 1m- 
portant agreements have been signed by 
the Governments of all the twenty-one 
American Kepublics, of which the first 
two establish a system of mutual security 
by consultation and co-operation, and the 
third rules out, as an inadmissible threat 
to peace, any intervention, direct or in- 
direct, in the affairs of any other country. 
It is this last protocol which opinion in 
South and Central America regards as 
the most significant; for it transforms the 
Monroe Doctrine from a unilateral 
principle of United States policy into a 


multilateral engagement, for the main- 
tenance of which all the American 
Governments have made themselves 
responsible. This transformation is likely 


to be criticised In Washington when the 
agreements come before the Senate for 
ratification. It marks the abandonment 
by the United States of the claim to a 
special position—almost as of a protecting 
Power—which was implicit in the 
Doctrine as it was frequently interpreted. 
For that very reason its unanimous 
acceptance was hailed with special delicht 
by some of the Latin-American delega- 
tions, who saw in it a final recognition of 
their claim to equal soveteignty.
